Tho  efficient  way  In  which  Canada 
h.indleM  immiKranis  from  the  British 
Isles  was  dealt  with  in  an  address  by 
Miss  M.  V.  Burnharn,  of  Ottawa,  to  the 
Business  and  Profeaalonal  Womon  a 
Club,  Montreal,  In  tho  Quoon'a  Hotel. 
Miss  Burnham  to  the  supervisor  of  tho 
Women's  Branch,  Department  of  Im- 
migration and  Colon iz.iUon. 

CIrl.s  who  are  only  fitted  for  clerical 
or  f.i.  tory  work  were  r;ircly  included 
in  the  list  of  immigranta  allowed  to 
come  to  Canada  by  tho  dopartmont. 
the  apeaker  aaid.  "They  must  bo  will- 
ing aad  able  to  do  domestic  work,  be- 
cause there  is  an  opening  all  over  the 
Dominion  for  this  latter  type  of  occu- 
pntion  .Since  ;,li  the  ,i pjilicat Ions  for 
clerlc;il  work  rnade  l.\  Cinadian  girls 
cannoi  r.i-  deiilt  with,  it  is  h.irdly  fair 
to  bring  In  English  girto  for  thto  work, 
Miaa  Burnham  said. 

"Our  Job,"  she  continued,  "is  to  see 
that  Canada  Is  not  filled  with  misfit 
immiKi  ini.s:  they  mii«i  be  mentally 
and  physically  wound.  And  all  this 
invest iRai  ton  takes  times.  We  are  often 
criticized  fur  a  tardineaa  that  to  in 
reality  merely  the  taking  Of 
precautions." 

By  the  Kmplre  Settlement  agree- 
ment, immi^antfl  qualified  for  house- 
work were  only  charged  110  for  their 
trip.  (tnee  they  arrived  here,  the 
Woinen  H  Department  of  Immigration 
nd  <  oionl/.jitlon  arranged  for  them  to 
xtay  in  a  hoatel  twenty-four  hoars  free 
of  ehargs,  befors  they  wont  to  work. 
No  women,  she  maintained,  were  de- 
taiaad  unnecessarily  at  Canadian 
ports;  and  if  they  were  detained  they 
received  excellent  care,  through  vari- 
ous soiiiii  service  agencies  and  Ued 
Cross  workers.  The  speaker  especially 
commended    the   good   Work    done  by 

tho  i.o.o.E.  and  women's  societies  in 
ths  varloaa  eharohss. 

"Toronto  seems  to  be  the  'Mecca' 
for  KngUsh  girls."'  Miw  Rumham  con- 
tinued. "They  all  want  to  go  there. 
lAst  year  we  placed  1.000  girls  In 
pd.sitlons  in  that  dty. 

"A  great  part  of  our  work  lies  In 
watching  to  see  if  the  girto  Stay  at  the 
work  given  them.  They  aeotf  our  help 
constantly  In  mattara  at  advlea  aad 
direction."

la  essential  lioth  to  good  wood-lot  ar- 
rangement and  to  the  preservation  of 
the  birda.  Practically  every  meaaure 
that  la  good  for  the  wood  lot.  includ- 
ing gra4ual  rather  tlwn  wholeaale 
cutting  or  thinning  of  timber,  la  good 
for  the  birda.
